for the area town and cities, 

Officials of Peabody, Lynn, Lynn 
field and North Reading took part 
in the discussion.

From the Town Crier Troubadour 


23 July 1965 
Dear Friends: = - 

I find myself in familiar sur- 
roundings as I am once again visit- 
ing the Ehrl family who live 20 
miles from Munich, It was from 
here that I wrote my second letter 
during my trip. ; 

At present I’m sitting inthe gar- 
den from which can be seen the 
massive Austrian Alps. , I find 
everything more impressive now in 
this typical neat Bavarian town, 
Ebersberg, than I did in cold No- 
vember when 1 was last here. How- 
ever the warmth of the people is 
ever present, 

I wrote the last letter from Pal- 
ma de Mallorca where I had spent 

_four months learning about the 
Spanish people and their way of life. 
I left Palma on April 9th after 
having explored every corner of 
that beautiful island and landed at 
Valencia by boat, 

From Valencia I drove along the 
coast south to Alicante through the 
Valencian orange and lemon groves 
which leant their fragrance to the 
ideal weather I was experiencing, 
I realized that it had been certainly 
worthwhile to’stay in Palma await- 
ing better travelling conditions, 

Alicante 1s an attractive seaside 
resort and was crowded with vaca- 
tloners even at this early date. 

I then left the coast and started 
for Granada through an area which 
was bordered on the south by the 
picturesque snow-capped Sierra 
Nevadas, The famous Moorish 
castle, Alhambra, is one-of the 
points of interest which I visited 
in that old city situated in the 
mountains, My route was then 
again to the south to meet the sea 
at Motril on the Costa del Sol, 

I followed the winding coastline 
to Malaga and Gibraltar where once 
again I stood on British territory. 
I achieved one of my goals by ar- 
riving in Seville during Holy Week, 
I was then able to witness the unique 
Spanish. observance of ‘Semana 
Santa’. I felt quite at home on 
Easter Sunday as I chatted in the 
Sevilla Cathedral with Senator Ed- 
ward Kennedy and his wife Joan. 
They had been touring the Cathe- 
dral alone and quite unnoticed, 

I had heard so much about Feria 
in Sevilla that I decided to stay for 
this spring festival which lasts one 
week, I found work singing at the 
US Air Force Officers caseta, 
which isa semi-permanent club set 
up on the Feria grounds, There 
are usually 50-60 of these casetas, 
Luck was with me in obtaining the 
work as I was able to sustain my~ 
self financially and still observe 
the Feria, I even met an officer 
there who had been my R,O.T.C, 
instructor in college nine years 


ago. 

‘The Feria proved to be an all-out 
celebration with spontaneous danc- 
ing and singing in the streets 
through the night, followed by afew 
short hours of sleep in preparation 
for the colorful Feria parade which 
took place each afternoon, 

After a month in Sevilla I finally 
said good-by to many new-found 
friends.and crossed the border into 
smaller, but equally as friendly 
Portugal. 


While spending a week in Porti- 


learning some of the differences 
between the two languages. Asodd 
as it may seem, Inoticed that more 


as there is not even a common 
border between Portugal and 


France, 
I might mention here that in 


it is. 

In most cases, communicating 
with them requires some effort in 
the realm of learning the language 
and the slightest attempt in this 
regard is usually met ‘ith enthus- 
iasm and abundant help, This was 
certainly the case in Portugal. 

Lisbon is indeed the capital and 
largest city with many old and beau 
tiful attractions, Ispent eight days 
with Portugese friends in Almada 
which is across the river outlet 
from Lisbon. A bridge much like 
the ‘Golden Gate’ will soon link the 
two cities, 

While visiting my griends I took 
a trip to Sintra which is like a 
story-book village with two palaces 
and a castle 

From Lisbon I travelled to the 
shrine at Fatima where ‘Nosso 
Senorha’ appeared to threee chil- 
dren in 1917. Coimbra is knownas 
the most romantic city in Portugal 
and it lives up to its reputation in 
Setting and atmosphere, 

I found the northern part of this 
relatively poor country more na- 
turally beautiful than the south as 
I drove from Coimbra to Guarda 
through rolling green hills separ- 
ated by river valleys, In Portugal 
the horse and donkey carts are a 
common sight along the highway as 
well as women carrying amazing 
burdens of all descriptions on their 
heads,

After three weeks in Portugal I 
was back in Spain heading for 
Madrid by way of Salamanca and 
Avila, which is a very intriguing 
old walled city. The capitaloffers 
a huge variety of things to do and 
places to visit, A day at the Prado 
is well spent by the art lover, 
The parks and forests are well kept 
and a welcome change from the 
rush of mid-town life. While in 
Madrid I saw my first bull-fight 
during which one bull was fought 
from horseback. This was a spe- 
clal day as the Chief of State, 
General Franco, was in attendance. 

From Madrid Itravelled through 
Zaragoza and climbed through the 
rugged Pyrrenes to leave this 
friendly country of tradition, song, 
sun and siesta, I had been inSpain 
for five months and was quite ¢on- 
fident in Spanish; now I had to 
change back to French, 

I visited the town of Lourdes 
which, Iam sorry to say, 1s more 
commercialized than Fatima, How 
ever this cannot detract noticeably 
from the beauty of the church and 
the grotto, I have many times found 
that one must isolate oneseifmen- 
tally from the ‘prosperity’ and de- 
velopment of certain places in or- 
der to extract the basic attraction 
of the spot.

After a happy reunion with my 
friend who also has a motor scooter 
we planned our two weeks of travel. 

We spent one day touring the 
small, but beautiful country of 
Luxembourg and we agreed that it 
is a paradise for the out-of-doors- 
man and nature lover as well as for 
those who only care to explore the 
untouched greeness of its country 
side, 

We crossed the bor- 
der to Belgium and visited Brus- 
sels by way of Namur, a city of 
river canals and very attractive 
night ligtits, At Ostend we met a 
number of young Americans who 
had just landed there by ship to 
start a summer holiday trip. 

We followed the coast and en- 
tered the Netherlands, which 
turned out to be just as clean as I 
had pictured it. 

The villages are extremely neat 
and clean and they are connected by 
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For a great party, serve 
dairy foods . 
big variety 
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a very extensive system of canals. 
‘The flatness of the land accounts 
for the strong wind and in turn for 
the colorful wind-mills which are 
so typical. The abundance of dairy 
herds attests to the popularity of 
the Hollandish milk and cheese 
products. 

Thanks to the help of my friend 
1 was getting back ‘into the swing’ 
of speaking German, which 1s spo- 
ken by most Hollanders as well as 
their native tongue. But we had 
spent all of our good weather, and 
often had to endure rain, with the 
usual wind, This was the case when 
we drove the 32 kilometers (20 
miles) across the famous Afsluit- 
dijk which forms the Zuider Zee, 
It ts an engineering marvel which 
accounts for hundreds of square 
miles of habitable land, 

After entering Germany we vi- 
sited Delmanhorst and Bremen on 
the way to Hamburg, where we said 
a sad farewell. Among others I 
hope to be able to entertain in 
Wilmington is this friend, during 
his world trip which he will start 
next year. 

From Hamburg I drove through 
East Germany to Berlin, which is 
Situated in the middle of the East 
German ‘paradise’. I spent a few 
days in Berlin and I freely visited 
the East Zone and found the East 
German border guards quite friend 
ly and helpful. There is bleak 
evidence of the Communist way of 
life but the physical difference is 
not as apparent as I had been told, 

While I was exiting through East 
Germany I met some young people 
who live south of Leipzig, but they 
were reluctant to speak of their

Library Plans 


PBC Meeting 


Monday night, 

Members of the Library Board 
of Trustees were present to see 
the first sketches on plans for the 
new Library, and Paul Niles, Sel- 
ectman, was also present, the first 
time in months that a Selectman 
has been present - the two com- 
mittees meet on Mondays, but there 
was no Selectmen’s meeting this 
week, 

Clara Chipman, Librarian, and 
Mrs Larz Neilson, Trustee, had 
with them what appeared to be a 
Sears Roebuck Catalogue of Public 
Libraries, There were lists of 
Ubraries, specifications, and cost 
to build, The Fitchburg library, 
costing more thana million dollars 
was the subject of a startled en- 
quiry ~- WHAT did they use to make 
it so expensive? 

The consensus of opinion of the 
members of the Board of Trustees 
of the Library was that the Medford 
Library 1s ‘terrific’. 

Architect Guarino showed three 
copies of the first plans for the 
Wilmington Library, proposed to 
be built on the old St. Thomas 
Church site, 

The building as planned is almost 
square -' 120 feet in front and 100 
feet in depth, The sketch showed 
a simple dignified edifice, Colonial 
style, in keeping with New England 
traditions, The roof was hipped 
and slated, the center section ofthe 
facade white clapboard, andthe end 
sections of red brick. 

As shown the library would be 
one story with partial excavation 
for the boller room and storage, 
and a mezzanine under the eaves 
for stacks, The mezzanine would 
be approximately 60 ft by 100 ft, 
circling the walls of the building, 
‘The center of the building would be 
free of ceilings to the roof, giving 
light to the mezzanine stacks. 
McClure, of thé PBC asked about 
more natural light, and Guarino 
told him that dormers couldeasily 
‘be added. 

The first layout shows most of 
the areas - dren, adlut, study, 
reference, circulation, all purpose 
room etc, that’ the Library Com- 
mittee has been discussing with

PAUL COTE TO STUDY 
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The Fred Roberts Story 


‘This is the story of Fred H, 
Roberts, who was perhaps the 
richest man ever to live in Wil- 
mington, and at the same time one 
of the gentlest, and finest, It was 
he. who built the fine stone house 
on Burlington Avenue, which lately 
has become the home of Mr and 
Mrs Henry Patenaude, 

Fred was a native of Berwick, 
Maine, where he was born in 1856, 
He first appeared in Wilmington 
about 1900, buying a home on Burl- 
ington Avenue, today the home of 
Augustus C Walker. 

There were several other homes 
on that side of the street, in 1900, 

~“and they must be described in some 
detail, for the purpose of this story. 
‘The home now occupied by the Rier 
den family, more familiar to the 
people of Wilmington as the Two- 
mey House, and the Walker house, 
are the only two which occupy the 
same site today as they did in 1900. 

Going up the hill from Walker’s 
there were three smallish houses, 
and beyond the crest of the hill a 
larger one, with a barn behind. 

The last of the three houses was 
the ‘Dowd House’, and was torn 
down by Fred, about 1910. The 
two homes before Mr, Dowd’s were 
moved, downhill, and to the other 
side of the street, and today are the 
homes of the Fosgate and Pelletier 
families. 

Beyond Mr Dowd’s was the Kirk- 
patrick House, It stood near the 
present site of the home of Anthony 
Valenti, It was a large house, and 
was moved across the street to a 
point opposite Boutwell Street, 
where today it is a three family 
home, 

Why Fred moved to Wilmington 
cannot be exactly determined today 
but he was friendly with the Kirk- 
patrick family before he became a 
resident of Wilmington, 

Shortly after he moved here his 
brother Herbert moved too, to the 
house next door, the Rierden home. 

The two brothers were candy 
manufacturers, Herbert making a 
well known brand of caramels, and 
Fred making Apollo chocolates. 

Herbert's family consisted of his 
wife and three daughers, Helen, 
Althera and another whose name is 
lost, Althera married Harry Flet- 
cher, an Englishman who was the 
coachman for Fred, Today she 
lives in Melrose. 

Fred’s place of business was in 
Boston, He was doing fairly well 
when he moved to Wilmington, His 
wife was Althera Clendennin, a 
fairly large woman, very kindly, 
and a couple of years older than 
Fred, There were no children, 

An important factor in the suc~ 
cess of Fred's firm was its trea~ 
surer, Miss Alice Albrink was a 
native of Germany, and without 
distracting from Fred’s abilities 
one can say that Miss Albrink 
suggested many of the ideas that 
helped to market his’ chocolates, 

It was Miss Albrink who sugges- 
ted the design of the package in 
which the chocolates were sold. 
Chocolates were largely sold in 
bulk in those days, but she sug- 
gested a nice cover, one that would 
be attractive to a young man about 
to go a-courting. She designed the 
flower pictures that were on the 
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Dinny McLaughlin of Woburn was 
chosen to be the contractor for the 
house to be built on the hill. 

Dinny, an Irishman from the Isle 
of Aran, was an excellent stone- 
mason, The Isle of Aran is where 
the best stonemasons come from, 
because they had nothing else to 
build their homes of, Dinny was 
Tough and tough, but a friendly 
man who was appreciated by his 
fellow workmen, 

He employed about 15 men to 
build the Roberts home, The la- 
borers were Italians from North 
Woburn, and the masons, like Din- 
ny, were Irishmen. Dinny and his 
fellow Irish would take the early 
morning train from Woburn, The 
Italians would get on in North Wo- 
burn, and then all would get off 
in Wilmington, and Dinny would 
lead the way, up Burlington Avenue 
to the Roberts place. 

People still living in Wilmington 
today can remember that morning 
procession, and the one in the 
evening, as the men returned home, 

Dinny’s ability to work with na- 
tive stone, nc chisels, nohammers 
and nothing smaller than a man’s 
head, was exceptional, He wasone 
of the four best stonemasons of his 
day, and his work was an art, 

The result was that the Roberts 
home became one of the finest ex- 
amples of the stonemason’s art, 
for this part of the country, 

All the stones were found in the 
fields, and stonewalls, of the 60 
acres, and Fred provided a dump 
cart and horse, to move the stones, 

The job lasted for the better part 
of two years, and was a wonderful 
undertaking, Not only did Dinny 
and his men build the house, but 
there were many fine stonewalls 
on the estate, which were built af- 
terwards, There was a large car- 
riage house, a windmill, a hen 
house, and a pig house, when they 
finished, 

The house itself had alarge cel- 
lar. On the first floor was a fine 
entry, @ sitting room, a music 
room, a nice dining room, a sun 
room, a butler’s pantry, and a 
large kitchen, The second floor 
had five bedrooms, and there was 
a third floor above that. 

Two of the rooms on the first 
floor must be described more 
thoroughly. 

The sun room was filled with 
trepical plants and palm trees, and 
there were several large bowls of 
goldfish - dozens of gold fish. 

The dining room, with a large 
oaken table, had murals onall four 
walls, painted by a lady who signed 
herself L Parsons, One scene was 
Gay Head, (Martha’s Vineyard), 
with the steamer Yale, or the Har- 
vard, in the far distance. On 
another wall was a mural of Rock- 
port, and on a third was one of 
Squantum, all painted in ofl. 

The kitchen was the domain of 


help of several girls in the neigh- 
borhood, 

As the children of the Roberts 
family came along - Fred, Nancy 
and Phoebe, Mammy solved any 
problems she might have in de- 
portment of the youngsters by re- 
sorting to the speaking tube which 
led to the cellar, 

‘She would blow into the tube, and 


One young fellow who went to 
work at the Roberts estate was Otto 
Bischoff, still a resident of Burl- 
ington Avenue. Otto became an 
assistant to Harry Fletcher, as a 
coachman, and after his return 
from France, where he served in 
the US Army in World War I, Otto 
became the chauffer. 

Fred had quite an array of vehi- 
cles. 

In addition to the dump cart 
which was kept after the house was 
built, he had a Victoria, and a Cab 
Wagon. Mrs, Roberts had amare, 
which she handled expertly, and 
had the reputation of ‘pulling her- 
self blind’ 

Roberts bought a Stanley Stea- 
mer, not the first in Wilmington, 
He wanted to get to and from Wells 
Beach in a hurry, and when he 
found that he had to stop to re-water 
the Stanley Steamer he turned it 
back to the manufacturer. 

At the end of World War I Fred 
had a twin-six Packard limousine, 
a Packard Town Car, a Buick li~ 
mousine, and a Ford Runabout. 

‘The Buick was for Mrs, Roberts, 
The Twin Six Packard was for the 
purpose of getting to and from 
Wells Beach - and in a hurry. 

Fred would get up every morning 
at 5, eat breakfast, and then walk 
down to the depot for the morning 
train to Boston, 

When he returned in the evening 
he would be met by Otto, in one of 
the Packards, 

But, in the summer, when the 
family was at Wells Beach, Fred 
would not return to Wilmington on 
a Friday night. He would go in~ 
stead to North Wilmington, and 
when he got off the train there would 
be Otto, waiting with the Twin Six, 
Then would follow a grueling four 
hour ride, through the dust, to 
Wells Beach, Fred wanted speed 
and he got it, 

Otto made that trip frequently in 
the two summers after World War 
I, but then Fred sold the business, 
and retired, Shortly afterwards, on 
October 29, 1920, he died, He was 
buried in Somersworth, New Hamp 
shire, b 

When he sold the business he sold 
everything connected with it - trade 
mark and all. He dieda millionair,

Had Fred so desired he could 
have easily won any political of- 
fice he desired, in Wilmington. 
He could have gone on, too, to 
State office, Not only was he a 
wealthy man, but he was, inhis shy 
way, popular. 

But the only time. he seems to 
have done anything political wasto 
agitate for electric lights in Wil- 
mington, The result was that he,

In a Town Meeting on July 14, 
1774 John Hathorn (without the ‘e’) 
was chosen to be one of a com- 
mittee of five to drawupa ‘Solemn 
League and Covenant for the free- 
holders and other inhabitants of 
the Town of Wilmington’. 

Others in the committee were 
Capt, Cadawallader Ford Jr., Capt. 
Timothy Walker (an ancestor of 
Nicholas Longworth), Lieut, Ebe- 
nezer Jones, and Joshua Eames, 
tae whom marched on Lexington 
The committee made its report 
at a subsequent Town Meeting, two

‘The Hathorne family disappears 
from the town records at about the 
time of the Revolution, leading to 
the conjecture that they left with 
General Gage. 

Any help you can give towards 
clearing up the uncertainties of
